| F we allow the people to die of hunger

selves, said Dr. James Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, in an address to South of 
Ireland farmers to-day after he had opened 
an extension to the factory of Clover Meats, 
Ltd., Christendom, Waterford.’ 

Described as ‘‘initially a Danish experi- 
ment in a one-time Danish city,” Clover 
Meats, Ltd., on the banks of the Suir, is 
probably one of the most progressive co- 
operative comterns in the South of Ireland. 

hen it was established, with the support of 
the Irish Agricultural Organisation ety, in 
1919, its management was Danish and its 
main activity was bacon production. In 
1927 it had forty employés, with a wage bill 
of £6,000 a year, Now it employs near “ae 
workers and pays a wages bill of £40, a 
year. The trading loss in 1930 has been 
turned into a profit last year of £40,000 
Bacon production now has become almost & 
side-line, the turnover last year of £765,000 
being provided by beef and bacon, lard, 
sausages, meat and bone meal, canned beef, 
canned rabbit,, and finally Erinox. Nearly 
fifty hands are employed in the cannin 
section dealing with rabbits alone, an 
20,000 rabbits are prepared every week. 


BEEF EXTRACT CUBES 


The factory also has dealt with 10,000 
cattle since the beginning of the season, and 
hopes to convert a quarter of a million 
rabbits into tasty food before the season is 
finished. Five years ago it started to pro- 
duce Erinox, a f extract cube of distinct 
and pleasant flavour. By utilisin 
ing plant and premises, it turned out ever- 
increasing quantities, but the demand con- 
tinued to grow so much that it was necessary 
to extend the factory and to introduce two 
completely new sets of machinery. The ex- 
tension—a two-storey concrete building, fitted 
with modern plant, by which 150, cubes 
are being produced daily—was opened by the 
Minister yesterday, after it had been blessed 
by the Very Rev. E. Canon Brennan, P.P., 

errybank, Waterford, in the presence of a 
large gathering of farmers. 

he architect was Mr. J. H. Flanagan, 
Waterford, and the extension was built by 
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ford, at a cost of approximately £6,000. 

In the course of his address, Dr. Ryan re- 
called how the factory had helped to over- 
come the difficulty of disposing of Kerry cows 
some six years ago, and said that the work, 
which then occupied a few dozen men, 
since employed several hundreds. The 
managing director, Mr. J. C. Landy, and the 
farmer directors deserved all the success they 
had achieved. They had meant to do some- 
thing for the farming community in general, 
and they had done it.

FUR COATS 


Fur coats are considered by many as a 
matter of principle to be beyond them, but 
some shrewd investigation often brings to 
light astonishing bargains, and the edvan- 
tages of a fur coat can only be fully 
appreciated by those who have once owned 
one. the great majority of these I can 
say with confidence that they would rather 
make the most stringent, sacrifices in any 
other direction than be without a fur coat. 
The hip-length coats are by no means to 
be despised; for they keep the chest and 
throat warm and impart a sense of well- 
being to the whole body. i 

The art of keeping warm out-of-doors is 
almost a simple one, as compared with that 
of keeping warm indoors. How often during 
the winter is the remark heard: “ Its warmer 
out of the house than it is inside. The 
responsibility for this plaint very often lies 
with the person making it, because the reason 
for the phenomenon is usually lack of 
sufficient ventilation in the house, which 
results, under certain weather conditions, in 
an excess of damp in the house, which 
nothing but a roaring fire and an open 
window will dispel. 


FUEL ‘PROBLEMS 


Under normal circumstances, when fuel is 

lentiful, many will agree that the most 

esirable way of warming a house is by the 
aid of fires blazing up the chimney. 
Nowadays, however, when fuel supply and 
conservation are matters of prime import- 
ance, more economical heaters are in the fore- 
front; and a worthy place they take, for the 
various forms of coke and anthracite burning 
stoves at present on the market seem to have 
reached a pitch of efficiency in their output 
of heat in terms of fuel used which will not 
be surpassed for many years to come. 

Nor can I conclude without a word about 
oil heaters. In their early days these heaters 
acquired a reputation for pervading the house 
with unpleasant smells. But it is a foolish 
thing to give a dog a bad name, and in the 
case of oil heaters the makers have evidently 
given much attention to the problem of 
eliminating the odour. The success of their 
efforts—and they have been extremely 
successful—reaches its peak in the oil 
radiators, which dispel a pleasant warmth, 
and, the radiators being portable, a warmth 
which may be brought to any part of the 
bouse.

Farmers were getting 
ie people for their wheat, 


asked the farmers to grow enough wheat for 
themselves, becausg after the next harvest 
flour would be much dearer, and they would 
save themselves a big bill, while being sure 
at least of the wheaten loaf. 

Mr. N. Fitzgerald, Waterford, said that 
without the aid of the I. A. O. S. the factory 
never would have progressed. 

The Rev. E. Coyn-, 8.J., said that if 
the farmers applied the same courage, pru- 
dence and energy in providing food for the 
people and for the live stock as they did in 
developing the factory the crisis would be 
easily overcome. | 

Mr, James Aylward, Waterford, suggested 
that a guaranteed price for barley and oats 
might offer an inducement to the farmers. 

r. H. Kennedy, I.A.0.8., said that the 
factory was a fine example of working 
democracy.

The American Navy 
Nowhere on earth, perhaps, can there be 
so much searching of heart as in the 


prepared for war, how much less ready 
was the United States? If Great Britain 
never contemplated a war in which her 
ally and bülwark, France, would collapse, 
leaving her face to face with the most 
populous and well-armed nation in 
Europe, how much less did the United 
States contemplate a war in which she 
might be confronted with enemies on two 
sides? It is hardly surprising that 
America has taken alarm. Within the 
past few months a hundred speeches by 
leading citizens in every department of 
life have warned her that she cannot 
expect to be immune from assault. If 
Britain falls, they say—or even if the 
Royal Navy fails to maintain its mastery 
of the seas—nothing will save the United 
States from assault via two oceans. The 
prophets may be right or they may be 
wrong; but they certainly have driven 
America to take stock of herself, and the 
stock-taking has not been entirely to her 
satisfaction. Before the war she possessed 
a navy equal to Great Britain’s—that is 
to say, one of the two strongest navies on 
the world’s waters. It still is exceedingly 
strong, even though fifty destroyers have 
been transferred to Britain; but, when 
compared with the combined. strength of 
the Axis Powers and Japan, America's 
naval strength is by no means so formid- 
able as her people might desire. Colonel 
Knox, “Secretary of the Navy, giving 
evidence before the House of Representa- 
tives in Washington this week, revealed 
that the total number of United: States 
war vessels—battleships, cruisers, aircraft- 
carriers, destroyers and submarines— 
amounted to 312, against the three anti- 
Komintern Powers total of 658. The 
tonnage is 1,250,000 against 1,835,000. 
Two years from now the number of United 
States vessels—we presume that Colonel 
Knox makes no allowance for losses on 
either side—will be 422, and that of 
Germany, Italy and Japan will be 962. 
It would be foolish to ovérlook these 
figures; for the net effect of the com- 
parison is that, if by any chance Great 
Britain should be put out of the war— 
which is eminently improbable—the 
United States would be at a sore dis- 
advantage against a combination of her 
and American Navies are an easy’ match 
for any possible: combination of enemy 
ships, but the United States, by herself,

ance without hesitation, He cursed the

| Knox’s figures, then, furnish. one. good 
reason. why the United States should not 
be in any hurry to embroil herself with 
Japan, whose fleet—if properly equipped 
—must be quite strong enough to keep the 
larger share of the American Navy busy 
in the Pacific. It furnishes, too, a good 
reason why the United States should be 
anxious to keep herself out of the 
European war for as long a time as 
possible, and to concentrate rather upon 
the assistance of Great Britain. If Great 
Britain can keep going against 
Germany and Italy, the United States not 
merely can spare the ships to maintain a 
careful watch over Japan, but she can 
build ships against the possibility of a 
time when, by bad fortune, she may be 
compelled to take a hand herself. For so 
populous and wealthy a nation, the 
United States is dangerously weak. Her 
navy is by far the strongest branch of her 
defences; for her air force, though 
wonderfully efficient by all accounts,’ is 
lamentably inadequate in size, and her 
army is—or, until the last two or three 
months, has been—no stronger than that 
of a third-class European Power. She is 
determined to repair these deficiencies ; 
money has been voted for the purpose, and 
the first steps have been taken; but years 
may be required for her rearmament on a 
satisfaetory scale. In the meanwhile, she 
believes that her one hope of salvation is 
to strengthen the British. She has 
promised them a full half of her output 
of armaments during the months to come, 
and it appears that—for the first few 
months, at any rate—the proportion for 
Great Britain will. be substantially larger 
than a half. Much depends upon the 
speed with which she can produce these 
armaments. Her capacity for production 
is enormously higher than that of the 
Axis Powers; but they have a long start. 
This year as it seems, will demand 
almost at wholesale a reorganisation of 
American industry as has taken place 
either in England or in Germany. 


Pilsener Urquell 


The museum, like the art gallery, is 2 
building which rarely is visited by the 
man-in-the-street. From time to time 
both of these edifices prove to be welcome 
refuges for people who are sheltering from 
the rain, and for childrén who are 
‘‘mitching’’ from school, but, under 
normal conditions, the. average man has 
little time to waste on either paintings or 
curios in his own town. On holiday, of 
course, he is quite prepared to spend 
hours in museums, galleries, breweries or 
factories. This disinclination to visit the 
museums is no reflection on their quality ; 
in London, where many of the most ex- 
cellent collections in the world are stored, 
the natives rarely bother to visit them. 
One always sees many people in the 
London museums; but the majority of 
them are visitors to the city. In spite of 
4 complete lack of interest on the part of 
the public, articles frequently are added 
to the existing collections, and one reads, 
too, of new museums which have been 
opened. - At times it seems hard to under- 
stand the object in increasing these 
neglected collections. If the museum is 
intended for posterity rather than the 
present, it is hardly likely that the young 
men and women of the future will be any 
more interested in the collections than the 
young men and women of the present day. 
At the same time, it is necessary to keep 
some record of the present civilisation and 
of the civilisations which preceded it; and 
the few people who visit the museum 
occasionally make it worth while to keep 
the collections open for public inspection. 
We read that a new type of collection is 
to be exhibited in Bohemia, a beer 
museum.“ The City Fathers of Pilsen 
have decided to establish this novel type 
of museum in order to commemorate tho 
hundredth anniversary of the community 
brewery. The term “beer museum is 
not quite clear; it allows a certain. 
amount of speculation. Such a muscum 
might contain a collection of different 
varieties of beer manufactured at Pilsen; 
in that case probably it would prove a 
great deal more popular than the average 
museum. It might contain a collection 
of pewter mugs and objets d’art connected 
with the consumption of beer. It may 
even contain the accounts, plans and 
records of the beer industry in Pilsen, 
together with a few replicas of the brewery 
machinery used in the manufacturing 
process, although, if the museum were 
furnished in such a manner, it is unlikely 
that it would be visited at all, except, 
perhaps, by the tourists, who rarely miss 
anything which is not worthy of a visit. 
In order to bring the human element into 
the collection, a list of notable persons at 
one time or another found drinking 
Pilsener beer might be included.

Politeness to Animals 


We approve—as, indeed, all sane, 
healthy-minded people must approve—of 
kindness to animals. We believe that the 
majority of animals, like the majority of 
humans, will respond better to a kind 
word than to the whip. We believe, too, 
that it is a grave mistake to lose one’s 
temper when dealing with animals. At 
the same time, to sentence a man to one 
year’s imprisonment because he “hurt a 
cow’s feelings” surely is carrying this 
kindness a little too far; it is being kind, 
only.to be cruel. In Stalingrad, South 
Volga, the judge appears to take a more 
severe view of the matter. The driver of 
a watercart in that district left his cart 
for some minutes, and on his return dis- 


his water containers. The man naturally 
was annoyed, and gave vent to his annoy- 
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| mand. and it is extremely likely that he 
had a varied. and impressive range of 


words at his disposal. The oxen appa- 
rently were unjmpressed by his display of 
temper, and, although be completely 
exhausted his vocabulary, they remained 
quite unmoved. On the other hand, an 
official of the “Regional: Prosecution 
Bureau, who happened. to be passing at 
the time, heard the bad language, and 
reproved the driver. He stated that he 
took offence to the man's language on 
behalf of the oxen.” The driver was 
summoned before the local court, which 
decided thet a crime had been committed, 
and sentenced the unfortunate man to a 
year’s imprisonment. Following an appeal 
to the Supreme Court in Moscow, the local 
court reconsidered its decision, and found 
that, while it condemned swearing, a man 
could not be sentenced to à term of 
imprisonment for such a crime. No doubt, 
many people were relieved to hear that 
swearing is not a crime punishable by 
imprisonment; if it were, many men 
would be obliged to spend the rest of 
their lives in confinement, and few would 
escape an occasional compulsory holiday 
at the local jail. In these enlightened 
days, almost everybody including the 
modern young woman —swears from time 
to time; the inmates of the prisons by no 
means would be confined. to troopers 
and “bargees.” Only a few days ago 
there was a report from New York that a 
man was fined ten shillings because he 
said “five unprintable words to a police- 
man. If the law in regard to swearing 
were as strict in America as it appears to 
be in districts of Russia, the driver might 
have been sentenced to ten years’ im- 
prisonment; for if cursing a mere dumb 
animal constitutes a crime worthy of one 
year’s imprisonment, surely swearing at 
another human—and that human an arm 
of the law—would merit at least ten years’ 
imprisonment.

THE VICTORY OF 
TOBRUK 


The Times remarks io-day in an editorial 
article:—After an interval of only sixteen 
days—it could have been shorter but for a 
blinding curtain of sandstorms—Generals 
Wavell and Wilson and the Army of the 
Nile have followed up their victory at Bardia 
by the capture of Lobruk. What Signor 
Ansaldo called the terrible warning of Bardia 
seems to have gone unheeded, for another 
section of the Italian Army in North Africa 
has allowed itself to be pinned in a fortified 

osition and overwhelmed. The victory of 

obruk may not have brought quite the same 
haul of prisoners and material as were cap- 
tured at Sidi, Barrani and Bardia, but 
strategically it is of even greater importance. 
It shows that the tide of victory has not 
been arrested by. the lengthening of com- 
munications.. Tobruk is 200 miles from the 
nearest railhead at Mersa Matruh, but the 
difficulty of supplying the army by land, 
over barren and waterless country, and 
through, what a correspondent describes as 
clouds of flour-like sand, was eased by the 
capture of masses of transport in earlier 
battles. Supply by land was also very sub- 
stantially supplemented by the remarkable 
achievement of the Navy in landing all kinds 
of. necessaries at many points along the 
coast, instead of merely. delivering them at 
the small port of Bardia. 

This could not have been done if the 

Navy had not swept the Italian Navy from 
the seas, just as completely as the Royal Air 
Force has swept the Regia Aeronautica clean 
out of the skies. Complete local mastery on 
water and in the air permitted that swift but 
careful probing of the land objective, and 
that perfect co-operation between all three 
Services in the final assault which has been 
a feature and a cause of all the victories of 
the Army of the Nile. In the Commander- 
in-Chief, Sir Archibald Wavell, the Army 
Commander, Sir Maitland Wilson, and the 
Army of the Nile itself, there appears to 
have been found that rare combination of a 
first-class strategist, a skilled tactician’ and 
a highly-trained and equipped instrument 
which history shows to be irresistible when- 
ever it occurs. 
Tobruk, adds The Times, must be con- 
sidered in conjunction with the recapture of 
Kassala, on the Sudan frontier, and the 
pursuit in that area of the retreating Italian 
forces far into Eritrea, with the stirrings of 
revolt in Abyssinia, and with the activity of 
offensive patrols on the Kenya border. 
General Wavell's reports are almost as laconic 
as those of Julius Cesar, but his achievements 
are beginning to promise results almost as 
spectacular. Even if. contrary to all proba- 
bility, the progress of the Imperial and Allied 
forces in Africa became less imposing, it 
must never be forgotten what they have 
already achieved.

MONTGOMERY

A cheque and a souvenir booklet, which 
contains the names of his friends and well- 
wishers. who were associated with the gift, 
have been presented to Mr. Jimmy 
Montgomery, former Irish film censor, to 
mark the occasion of his retirement.

: ‘HE speech made by Mr. Churchill in 

the House of Commons yesterday has 
been received with much satisfaction by 
the public, who recognise that the Govern- 
ment is fully alive to the use which must 
be made of every British resource during 
the coming months. Mr. Churchill, who 
was by no means pessimistic, but, on the 
other hand, not inclined to undue 
optimism, showed that he is the master 
of the situation both as regards the war 
and industry. It is right that there 
should have been a debate on man-power 
in the House of Commons, and it is 
notable that Mr. Churchill in no way 
resented it. Indeed, it was remarked 
afterwards that it was not surprising that 
he had accepted the debate in such a 
manner, for it showed beyond doubt that 
the British Government were the people 
who knew more about the position of 
affairs that the ordinary parliamentarian. 


Fire-watchers Wanted 


The fire-watching scheme will come into 
operation in fourteen days’ time, and 
London is busily engaged in making its 
plans, while in many houses watching is 
already in operation. Ihe difficulty of 
providing a sufficient number of watchers 
where there is only a small staff is being 
settled by the payment of suitable men, 
though these are very difficult to ure. 
The protection of the many churches stil] 
left to London is being promoted by a 
scheme formulated by the A.R.P. Depart- 
ment, and the clergy are recommended to 
carry on with any present scheme they 
may be using until new plans have been 
completed It seems that there are com 
paratively few churches where there are 
sufficient volunteers to cover the necessary 
periods while in many cases finance 
hinders the employment of paid watchers. 
Good and reliable fire-watchers can easily 
obtain seven pounds a week for a duty 
dangerous and necessary. It has to be 
borne in mind that these watchers have to 
be on duty throughout an air raid, and 
cannot go to cover while a raid is in 
progress.

Features of the British economic policy 
are being questioned by a number of 
traders, as it is thought that it is creating 
a new type of manufacturer who, instead 
of making goods of high quality, concen- 
trates on a commodity which can be sold 
very profitably at the controlled price. It 
is said that in the case of goods which 
are not of a perishable character, holders 
are keeping them back from sale, and as 
an example it is stated that there are still 
considerable quantities of onions in this 
country. which are being held off the 
market. die need of the times is that 
there should be a great increase in pro- 
duction everywhere, as this is the only 
influence which will keep prices down. At 
the moment very big sums of money aro 
being paid out by the Government as 
subsidies to farmers and others 9 
encourage production, and other moners 
are used for the purpose öf keeping down 
prices of commodities, all this cash coming 
out of the pocket of the taxpayer.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Late Bishop of Limerick 


The death of the Right Rev. Harry 
Vere White, former Bishop of Limerick, 
recalls an interesting letter written to this 
paper by the late Mr. J. G. Swift 
MacNeill a few days after the bishop’s 
consecration in October, 1921. 

The account in your columns of the 
consecration in Christ Church Certhedral 
of the new Bishop of Limerick suggests 
special features of interest to students of 
history or members of the Irish Church in 
relation to that consecration,’’ wrote Mr. 
MacNeill. 

The consecration sermon was preached 
by a brother of the new bishop—an inci- 
dent almost without a precedent. I have 
the impression, which I have not been able 
to verify, that the Rev. Thomas Whately. 
who was married to a sister of Lord 
Tottenham, preached the sermon at Arch- 
bishop, Whately’s consecration. I know 
he came over from England to be present 
at the ceremony. - i Ch

Day, the Bishop of Ossory, served for 
several years in the mission field abroad, 
and thus two former missionaries are now 
members of the Irish Episcopal Bench. 
Before their time the only Irish Protestant 
Bishop with a previous experience in 
mission work was the illustrious Bishop

“The preacher of the consecration 
sermon, Dr. Newport White,” continued 
Mr. MacNeill’s letter, “ is a Professor of 
Divinity in Dublin University on the 
foundation of Archbishop King—the 
prelate, who, after a considerable struggle, 
established the relationship between the 
clergy of Christ Church Cathedral and 
the Archbishops of Dublin in respect of 
visitation and jurisdiction, a relationship 
to which the new bishop referred in his 
farewell sermon. 

Before the Disestablishment, in many 
instances men of titled families, who were 
no credit to the Church or to the Peerage, 
were appointed on political or social 
grounds to Irish bishoprics.

The New York World, says The Times 
correspondent in New York, publishes 
extracts from a pamphlet which the German 
Foreign Office is secretly circulating, entitled 
“ Great Britain and Europe.” This precious 
work is from the pen of Count Reventlow, 
and a translation has been made and printed 
for private circulation only” among the 
Irish, Fourteen chapters are devoted to Irish 
history as the Germans would like the Irish 
and the world to view it. The work 
culminates in the following passages, which 
are interesting because they constitute an 
indirect admission that unless British sea- 
power can be destroyed, Germany must lose 
the war :—‘‘ Germany is fighting for her own 
existence; she is fighting also for the libera- 
tion of the world. The great day of 
liberation will surely come sooner or later. 
The conditio sine qua non of that liberation 
is the destruction of Britain's maritime 
supremacy. For as long as Britain rules 
the waves, humanity must remain a slave. 
This is fundamental truth. And another 
fundamental truth is that Britain’s maritime 
supremacy cannot be destroyed until Treland 
is à free country. So long as Ireland remains 
a British Coicny, or rather a British fortress, 


Britain can at any time shut off the whole 


of Northern and Eastern Europe from all 
access to the ocean. Ireland is the key of 
the Atlantic. Release Ireland from bondage, 
and the Atlantic is at orce opened up to 
Europe. ‘Therefore must Ireland be restored 
to Europe, if Europe is to be free. Freedom 
depends on freedom of the seas, and freedom 
of the seas depends on the liberation of

The fire was first noticed by newspaper messengers, who were 


coming from the Censor’s office. 


They said that there was smoke 


issuing from the main entrance to the State Chambers. 
Members of the Censor’s staff immediately ran out and dis- 


covered that there was a blaze somewhere on the top floor. 


They 


tried to break in, but all the doors were locked. 
In the meantime all sections of the fire brigade arrived on the 


scene. 


The sky was lit up for miles around with the glare, and the 


fine buildings which occupied one side of the square, are now com- 


pletely gutted. 


No one was injured, as the buildings were empty at the time of 
the fire, which started shortly after one o clock. 


It was learned that the Throne Room was destroyed, 4s well 
as séveral of the State drawingrooms. y 


St. Patrick's Hall, setting of all high State 
ceremonies, which at first was thought to have 
been destroyed, was found to have been saved 
by the firemen, who poured water on the 
walls dividing the lower wing from the main 
State apartments. 

The whole of the lower wing, with the 
exception of the Censor's offices, which occu- 

ied several rooms on the ground floor, have 
een gutted. Most of the first floor was 
originally State rooms, but in recent years 
they nave been used as offices for the Depart- 
ment vf Industry and Commerce. The two 
op floors and most of the ground floor have 
been destroyed. 

A night watchman is said to have made a 
tour of the building shortly after one o'clock 
and found everything in order. Shortly before 
1.30 a newspaper messenger coming from the 
Ceusor’s office noticed the smell of smoke in 
the yard outside the building, and reported 
his suspicion of fire to the Censor. 


AT CENSOR’S OFFICE 


The Chief Censor (Mr. Michael Knightly) 
and members of his staff immediately went 
to investigate, and saw smoke coming from 
the top floor of the building. There was 
no sign of flame at that time. One of the 
staff rang for the fire brigade. and in the 
meantime the others, carrying extinguishers, 
attempted to get into the part of the build- 
ing where the fire seemed to be. 

Suddenly flames broke out on the top floor 
and seemed almost to run along the building. 
The old, dry timber burned like match-wood, 
and in a very short time the whole top floor 
was in a blaze. 1 L 

Fire engines had arrived ‘meanwhile. 
Ladders were slung up and hoses played 
along the flaming top of the building. In a 
short time, however, the roof fell in, throw- 
ing a great cloud of sparks up into the sky. 
The floor of the State apartments caught fire 
several of them choicely furnished draw- 


ingrooms—and before long the floor there 


had fallen through in several places. 


ST. PATRICK’S HALL 


Realising that nothing could be done to 
gave the middle portion of the building, 
firemen concentrated on extinguishing the 
flames which threatened the portion occupied 
by’ St. Patrick's Hall and the Banqueting 
Room at one end and offices at the other. 
Columns of water were played on the scorch- 
ing walls and on the blazing timber, but a 
few minutes later flames, having been 
quenched, would break out afresh. 

‘As we go to press the fire appears to be 
under control. It has been prevented from 
spreading into either of the adjoining wings, 
but the former Throne Room and all the 
drawingrooms in that building, together with 
most of the offices of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, are in ruins. 

One of the greatest dangers of the fire was 
that the flying sparks, which were being 
carried by the wind, would set fire to some 
of the hundreds of dwellinghouses in narrow 
— all round the outer walls of the 

astie. 


LIGHT OFF 


Firemen and fire engines patrolled the 
streets for several hours, but, fortunately, 
there was no outbreak of fire anywhere out- 
side the walls. 

So far, nobody can suggest how the fire 
began. One official of the Censorship 
Department who climbed in through a window 
said that he tried to switch on a light, but 
the light seemed to be cut off. The speed 
with which the flames spread, too, would 
suggest that the fire had been smouldering 
in the woodwork for some time before it 
actually became visible. 


SMOULDERING RUIN 


Firemen concentrated mainly on precautions 
to keep the fire from spreading to the 
neighbouring buildings, but the part occupied 
by the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, the Throne Room and the drawing- 
rooms is now nothing more than a smoulder- 
ing ruin.

Above them wireless 
masts lurched drunkenly in the air. An oil 
reservoir, with an outlet on to the beach, had 
been set on fire, and was blazing. A liner in 
the port was burned out. The sunken cruiser 
San Giorgio lay in the outer reaches of the 
harbour off Tobruk’s only jetty, which had 


been smashed by a direct hit from the B.A F. 


The conning tower of a submarine showed off 
shore.

R. A. F. S HEAVY ATTACKS

Dorna, ninety miles along the coast road

FIFTY MILES INTO ERITREA 


On the Eritrean front the penetration of 
the British invading forces now averages 
fifty miles, says a Cairo message.

Part of the two retreating Italian divisions 
are occupying defensive positions 15 to 
miles west of Bishia and Barentu. The 
remainder of the Italian forces are continuing 


their hurried withdrawal in the direction of 


these two points, pursued by British light 
motorised units. e latter are encountering 
more difficult country as they advance further 
into this colony.

Now arise two important questions which 
affect the scope and legal effects of the draft 
plan which is now in course of miss 
and which—when approved by the Minister 
for Local Government—will have the full 
force of law.

HUMAN FACTOR IN 
- INDUSTRY > 


TEN MINUTES’ REST EACH 
HOUR SUGGESTED 


——— 


Human beings, like trees, had a common 
resemblance, but they, like timbers, varied 
considerably in their practical uses, said 
Senator Sir John Keane in a paper on The 
Human Factor in Industry, which he read 
before the Statistical and Social * 
Society of Ireland, at the Royal Iris 
Academy, Dublin, last night. 

Some doubted, he said, that the human 
factor could be approached in any systematic 
or quasi-scientific way. That was questioned. 
The earlier workers in this field of human 
endeavour had mainly in view increased out- 
put, Taylorism and scientific management 
were some of their results. Those were 
followed by a body of industrial advisers, or 
efficiency experts, whose objects were, in the 
main, realistic—namely, increased output 
and greater profits. There were certain 
dangers in that approach. 

After the last war the Institute of Indus- 
trial Psychology was founded, which aimed 
at practical results from a scientific back- 
ground. It was a non-profit earning body, 
which advised industry. It dealt mainly in 
industry with the selection and training of 
workers and methods of work. The question 
of hidden discontents among workers was 
also examined, and how they could be dis- 
covered and remedied was considered. The 
Institute also dealt with vocational guidance, 
advising young le about careers so as to 
avoid the tragedy of the misfit. The aim of 
the Institute, he said, was better and 
happier working conditions, and, only, in- 
cidentally, increased profits. , 
Miss Brigid Stafford, Chief Ins r of 
Factories, proposing thanks to Sir John 
Keane, expressed appreciation of the Society 
for a paper on a subject of such human 
appeal. Sir John Keane, she added, was 
particularly competent to give the paper, be- 
cause he had been Chairman of the National 
Executive of the Institute of Industrial 
Psychology. 

Mr. E. Keith Eason, seconding, said that 
the testing of persons before entry into indus- 
try was most valuable. What they required 
in Ireland were methods applicable to fac- 
tories with fewer than fifty workers, and 
offices with fewer than a dozen. Tests might 
be operated by means of joint trade organisa- 
trons so as to spread the cost, or it might be 
a duty rightly laid upon the Employment 
Exchanges. The military practice of a ten- 
minutes’ rest in every hour of marching was, 
in his view, equally applicable to most indus- 
trial or even mental occupations. If such 
pause wert not permitted either mistakes in- 
creased or the rest was taken surreptitiously. 
The remedy for dealing with the monotonous 
element in industry was the smal] dose and 
the consequent break between doses. If 
monotony became drudgery, then interest in 
the process and in the product was lost, and 
either the team education had been neglected 
or the round peg was in the square hole.

No wheat-grower had 
complained that the figure was too low and 
there was no intention to depart from that 
price. 


LOANS FOR IMPLEMENTS

Up to the 
present the British advance has n in 
accordance with an intelligent and clearly 
understandable strategical — It has com- 
pletely safe-guarded Egypt, the Suez Canal, 
and the Near East generally; and it has 
been pushed westward sufficiently far to secure 
an excellent naval base, as much as 370 air 
miles west of Alexandria. Moreover, there 
has been secured such an ample manceuvre 
zone in front—i.e,, west of Tobruk—that the 
port is safe from any danger of attack that 
can be reasonably regarded as likely. Finally, 
the rearward communications can be re- 
garded as quite satisfactory. General Wavell 
is now admirably placed either for defence 
or attack. Would he be any better off in 
Benghazi even? 


GEOGRAPHICAL ASPECT 


To answer this question it is necessary to 
have an idea of the geography of Libya. This 
territory consists of two portions—Tripolitana 
in the west (capital, Tripoli) and Cyrenaica 
in the east (capital, Benghazi). The two are 
separated by the great indentation of the 
Gulf of Sidra, aod the sheer desert lying 
along its southern shore, The really valuable 
portions of Libya are two in number—one in 
each section of the country. These consist of 
two coastal belts, measuring each about 170 
miles long, from east to west, and extending 
inland about 70 miles, The first of them 
extends from just west of Zaonara to just east 
of Misurata; the second from just west of 
Benghazi to just east of Derna. From 
Misurata to Benghazi—across the mouth of 
the Gulf of Sidra—is a matter of some 
nautica} miles. The two coastal districts

Like the Finns last year—like every 
small country, in fact—Greece could not 
afford to buy these expensive materials her- 
self in any quantity. As there are still, by 
normal weather standards, a couple of months 
to spare in the Balkans, it should be possible 
to get any necessary re-conditioning before 
transport carried out in sufficient time.

PETROL FOR CLERGY 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sreg,— Your e Correspondent, who 
last week t a few hours with motoring 
people—as distinct from people who use motor 
cars —writes that they were unanimously of 
opinion that the treating of clergymen as a 
privileged class entitled to extra allowances 
of petrol was unfair and unreasonable. He 
does not state the reason for the unreasonable- 
ness. 

I can imagine two reasons which they may 
think adequate for refusing supplies of motor 
fuel to the clergy. Firstly, that clergymen 
could do their work properly without extra 
allowances, and, secondly, that the public 
would suffer no grievous loss if this work 
were curtailed, or even abolished entirely, 
during the present emergency. 

One wonders who these motoring people 
can who are “distinct from people who 
use motor cars.” Where do they live? Do 
they live in the city or in the country? If 
they live in the city, and have churches and 
clergy within easy walking distance of their 
homes, they may be ignorant ot the condi- 
tions that prevail in the country districts, 
where many clergy have two, three, or even 
four churches to serve on Sundays, all at 
considerable distances apart. How can they 
do so without motor fuel? How can they 
visit their parishioners, or attend the sick, or 
be present at funerals during the week if 
they have no adequate means of travelling? 
If these motoring people live in the country, 
how can 9 ignorant of these facts! 
Can it be that they know nothing about 
churches and their use? That would explain 
their thinking that the activities of the clergy 
could be curtailed or dis with without 
serious loss to the public.

O'Leary. 

O'Leary appeared to be under the influence 
of drink. His car was outside the station 
from the time he had driven it there. 


CAR EXAMINED 


Inspector .W. Brasil, Newcastle West, said 
that he charged O’Leary with driving while 
under the influence of drink. O'Leary re- 
fused to nominate a doctor to examine him, 
and the witness had Dr. Nolan brought to 
the station. The witness examined O’Leary’s 
car and found what a red to be blood- 
spots on the right hand door. He also found 
hairs and what he thought was blood on the 
right rear mudguard where it met the 
running-board. He took a sample of this. 

Guard T. Power, in reply to Mr. C. 
Lavery, said that when O’Leary pointed out 
dents on the car in the garage he had no 
difficulty in finding the dents. He went 
straight to the car and pointed to them. He 
said that one of them had been there three 
months. 

Sergeant P. Connolly said that he ex- 
amined and tested the defendant’s car, and 
found that the brakes were in his considera- 
The steering was normal. The 
two rear tyres and one front tyre were 
practically new. On January 3 when he was 
examining the car the accused man said to 
him: The radiator is dinged for the past 
three months. The rear wheel was bent last 
night when I was turning the car to go back 
and report the accident to the Guards. I 
was a damned fool, because now I am going 
to be charged with killing Mr. Purtill. I 
did not knock him down, no matter what 
any y says.“ O’Leary was under the 
influence of drink at that time. 

This ended the case for the State. Mr. 
Lavery addressed the jury, and the hearing 
was adjourned until this morning.

HIGH COURT RULING 


(BEFORE THE PRESIDENT OF THE HIGH 
COURT, MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND 
MR. JUSTICE BLACK.) 


The Court ruled that on the hearing in the 
Dublin Circuit Court of appeals by the Great 
Southern Railways Company and the Great 
Northern Railway Company against valua- 
tions of their property by the Commission of 
Valuation that Judge Davitt had been right 
in law in refusing to hear additional evidence 
on behalf of the Commissioner after certain 
issues in the case had been the subject of 
directions on a case stated to the Supreme 
Court. 

The matter had been brought before the 
High Court on two cases stated by Judge 
Davitt on the requisition of the Commis- 
sioner of Valuation. 

According to the cases stated, the Circuit 
Judge held, after questions on a case stated 
by him to the Supreme Court had been 
answered, that he must accept the companies’ 
methods of valuation, which in part made 
deductions for the figure found as the cost 
of replacing chattels to allow for depreciation 
and obsolescence, and also their method of 
estimating the capital value of the tenant s 
chattels, He stated that, putting the matter 
broadly, the cases before him ran on the 
lines that if he accepted the companies’ 
methods of estimating the capital value of 
the specialised chattels, that was an end of 
the case and the minimum valuations must 
come into operation. 4 

He had rejected the companies’ methods, 
but the Su e Court had held that he was 
wrong. e position was, accordingly, the 
same as if he had accepted the companies’ 
methods in the first instance. He had so

girls who had fallen through the ice 

into a quarry hole at Sundrive road last 
Friday brought high praise from Dr. J. P. 

Brennan, Coroner for County Dublin, at an 
inquest at the Morgue yesterday on Margaret 

Redmond (11), of Clonmacnoise road, who 
was drowned on the occasion. Woods had 

remained for upwards of ten minutes in the 

ice-bound water, saving one of the girls 

and then having to be removed from the 
quarry himself. 

The action of that brave young boy, said 
the Coroner, gave to the youth, and, indeed, 
to the adults, ot this or any country an 
example of heroism which hasgrarely been 
— “hÍ 

John Woods, aged 17, of Keogh square, 
Inchicore, said that after hearing a shout he 
saw two girls struggling in the .water thirty 
yards from the edge. They shouted at me 
to save them. I went out on the ice and 
got down, but the ice gave way and [I fell 
into the water. I managed to hold on to the 
two girls, who were struggling hard. I 
held on to them for about eight minutes and 
shouted for a lifebuoy. A little boy, James 
Byrne, got a lifebuov and threw it to me. 
I pulled one girl over to the lifebuoy and 
she grabbed it and was pulled out.” Woods 
said he held on to the other girl, but the 
went under the water and she disappeared. 
He stayed in the water for some minutes 
trying to find the girl but he was then pulled 
out. When on the ice he heard someone 
shouting: ‘‘ There’s the girl,” and he tried 
to go back again, but the crowd would not 
let him, as the girl had disappeared. In re- 
ply to the Coroner Woods said that he was 
not a very good swimmer. He was taken to 
a cottage near the quarry and afterwards in 
the ambulance to the Meath Hospital, where 
he was detained for four hours. 

Dr. Brennan—All I can say is that you are 
a credit to yourself, to your family and to 
your country. 

Clare Cody, 98 Sundrive road (aged 12), 
said that Margaret Redmond threw a piece 
of ice out aboft 30 yards on the pond and 
asked witness to go out for it. Witness would 
not do so, and Margaret Redmond then said 
she would go herself. She did so, and as 
she cot out the ice broke and she fell into 
the water. She screamed and witness went 
out to help her, but the ice broke more, and 
she herself fell into the water. A boy then 
came out and caught her hand, but the ice 
broke and he fell in. The boy pushed her 
up on the ice and she was taken away The 
boy and the other girl were then still in the 
water. Only for the boy coming I would 
not have been saved,” said the little girl. 

John Armstrong, Chamber street, said that 
he saw Woods in the water with two girls. 
There was a hole about six feet across. it- 
ness got a lifebuoy, but the rope was broken, 
and they had to get another piece to add to 
it. With the lifebuoy they got one girl out, 
and then Woods was taken out. e tried 
to get back, but it was no use, as the second 
girl had disappeared. 

Dr. T. M. Corbet said that the cause of 
death was drowning. 

John O’Shea, engineer m the Corporation 
Housing Department, examined by Mr. H. 
Bonass, Law Agent, Dublin Corporation, said 
that the 1 had erected a wire fence 
in front of this quarry. The only gap in the 
fence was one of about 18 feet to allow the 
passage of Cleansing Department’s lorries to 
the juarry. No one had any right of access 
as it was Corporation property. This was the 
third fence that had been erected there in 
three years. They were regularly knocked 
down by children and youths. : Warning 
notices were knocked down and lifebuoys torn 
— and thrown about and the ropes broken 
Olk. i 

Returning a verdict in accordance with the 
medical evidence, the Coroner said: "] 
understand that, Woods is unemployed, and, 
although I shall myself at once recommend 
the Royal Humane Society to grant, him its 
highest honour, it, seems to be a rather un. 
fortunate contemplation that our State has 
made no provision to honour deeds such as 
that which has been recounted here.

At the meeting of the Presbyterian Literary 
and Debating Society, in 16 St. Stephen 3 
Green, Dublin, last night, the motion That 
it is more essential to conscript women than 
men in time of emergency “was debated. Mr. 
J Cassie proposed the motion, and said that 
at present women claimed equality with men 
equal pay for equal work. They were 
equally competent with men, and in some 
cases more competent than the ave man. 
Their citizenship involved responsibility in 
times like the present, and these responsi- 
bilities involved national service. In air 
raids and blockades there was no distinction 
made between men and women. Why, he 
asked, should there not be industrial regis- 
tration for various auxiliary services? Women 
were i y fitted for certain t of 
work. So many women now ind in 
sport that conscription would not ce as 
great a strain on t as it would have on a 
previous generation. 

Mr. D. Williams Kennan, 
the motion, said that he di 
conscription of women in this was 
necessary. Men would naturally volunteer 
for national service first, and after the volun- 
teers had been used up conscription should 
apply to men. It was the job of the mascu- 
line sex to provide homes. In Eire the whole 
structure of the country depended on the 
family, and the women’s share of the national 
work would be to keep the famil going. In 
trme of emergency he would advertise such 
voluntary jobs as would be suitable for 
women.

QUESTIONS ANSWERED 
BY COURT 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE GAVAN DUFFY.) 


Judgment was given on questions arising 
on the will and codicils of Jasper Tully, late 
of Boyle, County Roscommon, owner of the 
Roscommon Herald. 

By his will of March 16, 1956, Mr. Tully 
had left the residue of his property to his 
first cousins, first cousins once removed, and 
his second cousins, in equal shares. In a 
codicil of October 4, 1937, he recited that he 
had made provision for my second cousin, 
Mary Ursula Hodgson, and declared that she 
should not be entitled to receive any share or 
benefit under the residuary clause, and ex- 
pressly excluded her from it. 

The questions before the Court were 
whether the first cousins twice removed and 
second cousins once removed benefited under 
the residuary clause. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy held that the 
terms, first cousins once removed and 
“second cousins,” should be construed 
strictly; that the presence in the residuary 
clause of the words, “ first cousins once 
removed, indicated that the testator was 
using those words in their strict meaning. 

It had been stated that Miss Hodgson was 
not a blood relation of Mr. Tully, but a first 
cousin of a first cousin of his. The Judge 
said that the fact that she was referred to 
in the codicil as a cousin did not justify other 
than the strict meaning being given to the 
words in the residuary clause.
